THE MORMON KINGDOM

The Terrible Secrets of the Endow-
ment House Being Brought
to the Light,

Witnesses Who Took the Oath to
Avenge the Prophet s Blood
Tell the Story

renoe, President of the Salt Lake

Chamber of Commerce,

Savr Laxe, Nov, 22.<In the Mormon in-
vestigation fto-day Mre, B, BSmith, a
nivoe by marriage of Joseph Smith, was
aonlled as a witness by the charch.

of the covenants or revealing the secrets of
the house, In the time of Brigham Young
the  priesthood was supreme, and Yonng
controlled the people in all things. The
church wagin opposition to the government,
and the feelings of the people were be
alienated wore and more.
